at midnight they circled with the intention of closing down 
the Richland mine, which has been operated with strike break- 
ers fc r the last month.

The strikers were believed to have left the ccene.

Wellsburg, \Ve-l Virginia, July 17. — The miners wore 


hauled from Afcolia in motor trucks to the -state line, where 
they were joined by other 'trikers from West Virginia and 
Ohio. In a few minute?, nller their arrival rockets were sent 
off in Virginia City z-iid police believe that this was the signal 
that everything wi'.s in readiness for the attack. Quiet then 
reijrned until five o'clock, when the strikers left Virginia City i 
for Cliftonville by rural routes. 
Fifty men employed in the ' 


Richland mine saw a large body of men on the brow of the 
hill overlooking the valley in which the mine was located. At 
that time Sheriff II. H. Duval, who had been notified of the 
march, placed hir small band of guards and deputies at points 
of vantage. As the miners appeared Irvin Lassendo, one of 
the deputies, strrtod up the hill to meet them. He had gone 
but a shoit distance when ho was felled with a shot in the 
mouth. Almost immediately the entire group of miners came 
o\er 
the hill, firing as Ibey came.

THE RUSH TO AMERICA

The rush to America strangely contrasts with the rush 


to Europe. On July 1st a new emigration year began, and 
consular reports showed there were waiting at European ports 
of sailing more people from nearly every European nation than 
would be allowed to enter this country. The Eussians were 
in largest number, but after them came Germans, Polanders 
and Slavs. 
Among all nationalities there were people who 


tried last year to enter this country but failed because quotas 
were exhausted. 


Such rush of Europeans to America is conclusive evidence 
that conditions in Europe are very unsatisfactory. For the 
most part the would-be emigrants were not radical in their 
own countries, but people who would escape from situations 
which to them were intolerable. Many Russians were formerly 
members of aristocratic families, or well-to-do, reduced by 
soviet policies to a social status no longer to be borne by them, 
and likely to ally themselves with reactionary movements, 
therefore permitted by the Russian government to leave the 
country. 
Some Germans sought America because of having 


relatives here, but most of them to recoup their fortunes, 
America supplying more advantageous opportunity. 


In the vast horde were some "undesirables," 
regarding 


whom immigration officers were duly advised; indeed, some 
radicals and communists whose only purpose in coming to 
America is to spread propoganda. Congress acted wisely when 
it continued the immigration law without modification. 


Chief Justice Taft has fyeen visiting England. So far as 


the public has been informed his visit to that country has been 
in the nature of a vacation from court duties. Only through 
his reception by the king and feting by the nobility and chief 
officials of the empire has there come suspicion that he really 
had a mission to perform. 
At these public functions utter- 


ances have been made by his hosts as well as by himself which 
would indicate at least that he ha^ been performing a mishion 
of value to our government and nation. 


At one of the functions there came up for cliscu3hion the 


attitude of certain Senators and Representatives toward Eng- 
land's obligations to this country. 
Mr. Taft said that while 


he was not authorized to make any statement, his own private 
opinion was that such attitude was personal and in no wav 
represented the sentiment of the American people. On an- 
other occasion the eccentricities of Ambassador Harvey were 
referred to, and Mr. Taft adroitly replied that "temporary 
ebullitions" ought not to be taken seriously even in England. 


On several other occasions Mr. Taft treated lightly mat- 


ters that Englishmen had been inclined to regard seriously, 
though not so lightly as to indicate that he did not appreciate 
their seriousness. 


Several months ago it was learned that over seventy- 


seven per cent of all the agricultural graduates in four-year 
courses at the Pennsylvania State College were utilizing theh 
college training in some field of agricultural work, twenty-nine 
per cent of the total number being engaged in actual farming 
Students who completed two-year courses in argiculture at 
Penn State now come forward with a slightly better recoru 
than that of the four-year men. According to a survey just 
completed, thirty-nine per cent of their number are farming 
and another forty per cent are in professional agricultural 
lines for which their college work prepared them. 


In the results disclosed by this examination of students 


prepared by the school of agriculture, the college has reason 
to feel proud. With the increasing need for skilled professional 
workers in many fields closely linked with agriculture, and for 
young men who are trained in present day methods of farm- 
ing, Penn State is functioning properly in supplying these 
workers through the four-year and two-year course-;. 
The 


shorter period of training is designed especially for boys who 
are interested in farming but who do not have the required 
credentials to enter a four-year course. In most cases these 
boys intend to go back to the farm after completing the work. 
That they do get into specialized agricultural fields in con- 
siderable number is proof of the thoroughness with which they 
are prepared in the two years at college.

Wellsburg, \Ve-l Virginia, July 17. — The miners wore 


hauled from Afcolia in motor trucks to the -state line, where 
they were joined by other 'trikers from West Virginia and 
Ohio. In a few minute?, nller their arrival rockets were sent 
off in Virginia City z-iid police believe that this was the signal 
that everything wi'.s in readiness for the attack. Quiet then 
reijrned until five o'clock, when the strikers left Virginia City i 
for Cliftonville by rural routes. 
Fifty men employed in the ' 


Richland mine saw a large body of men on the brow of the 
hill overlooking the valley in which the mine was located. At 
that time Sheriff II. H. Duval, who had been notified of the 
march, placed hir small band of guards and deputies at points 
of vantage.

THE RUSH TO AMERICA

The rush to America strangely contrasts with the rush 


to Europe. On July 1st a new emigration year began, and 
consular reports showed there were waiting at European ports 
of sailing more people from nearly every European nation than 
would be allowed to enter this country. The Eussians were 
in largest number, but after them came Germans, Polanders 
and Slavs. 
Among all nationalities there were people who 


tried last year to enter this country but failed because quotas 
were exhausted. 


Such rush of Europeans to America is conclusive evidence 
that conditions in Europe are very unsatisfactory. For the 
most part the would-be emigrants were not radical in their 
own countries, but people who would escape from situations 
which to them were intolerable. Many Russians were formerly 
members of aristocratic families, or well-to-do, reduced by 
soviet policies to a social status no longer to be borne by them, 
and likely to ally themselves with reactionary movements, 
therefore permitted by the Russian government to leave the 
country. 
Some Germans sought America because of having 


relatives here, but most of them to recoup their fortunes, 
America supplying more advantageous opportunity. 


In the vast horde were some "undesirables," 
regarding 


whom immigration officers were duly advised; indeed, some 
radicals and communists whose only purpose in coming to 
America is to spread propoganda. Congress acted wisely when 
it continued the immigration law without modification. 


Chief Justice Taft has fyeen visiting England. So far as 


the public has been informed his visit to that country has been 
in the nature of a vacation from court duties. Only through 
his reception by the king and feting by the nobility and chief 
officials of the empire has there come suspicion that he really 
had a mission to perform. 
At these public functions utter- 


ances have been made by his hosts as well as by himself which 
would indicate at least that he ha^ been performing a mishion 
of value to our government and nation. 


At one of the functions there came up for cliscu3hion the 


attitude of certain Senators and Representatives toward Eng- 
land's obligations to this country. 
Mr. Taft said that while 


he was not authorized to make any statement, his own private 
opinion was that such attitude was personal and in no wav 
represented the sentiment of the American people. On an- 
other occasion the eccentricities of Ambassador Harvey were 
referred to, and Mr. Taft adroitly replied that "temporary 
ebullitions" ought not to be taken seriously even in England. 


On several other occasions Mr. Taft treated lightly mat- 


ters that Englishmen had been inclined to regard seriously, 
though not so lightly as to indicate that he did not appreciate 
their seriousness. 


Several months ago it was learned that over seventy- 


seven per cent of all the agricultural graduates in four-year 
courses at the Pennsylvania State College were utilizing theh 
college training in some field of agricultural work, twenty-nine 
per cent of the total number being engaged in actual farming 
Students who completed two-year courses in argiculture at 
Penn State now come forward with a slightly better recoru 
than that of the four-year men. According to a survey just 
completed, thirty-nine per cent of their number are farming 
and another forty per cent are in professional agricultural 
lines for which their college work prepared them. 


In the results disclosed by this examination of students 


prepared by the school of agriculture, the college has reason 
to feel proud. With the increasing need for skilled professional 
workers in many fields closely linked with agriculture, and for 
young men who are trained in present day methods of farm- 
ing, Penn State is functioning properly in supplying these 
workers through the four-year and two-year course-;. 
The 


shorter period of training is designed especially for boys who 
are interested in farming but who do not have the required 
credentials to enter a four-year course. In most cases these 
boys intend to go back to the farm after completing the work. 
That they do get into specialized agricultural fields in con- 
siderable number is proof of the thoroughness with which they 
are prepared in the two years at college.
